. ble one. All the country around 

arbacoas is private property, and al- 


sand of the shores is open to all, the 
river is seldom low enough to allow that 
operation. An experienced miner also 


below the level of the river, and there- 
fore the water has to be baled out by 
women, with.a good deal of trouble and 
expense, as there is not fall enough for 
it to flow out of the sluices. It seems to 
be perfectly true that the country high- 
er up the river Telembi is not only rich- 
er in gold, but that there is a large back 
land of fertile and healthy mountains; 
but as yet I have not been able to gath- 
er any information from the natives 
which I would implicitly believe; and 
the Americans who had started from 
Barbacoas for the head of the river had 
not yet returned.” 

The correspondent says that a large 
portion of the miners who were the first 
to start for Barbacoas are now lying 
there sick; that there are no accommo- 
dations of any kind for travelers at Tu- 
maco; that the possibilities of going to 
work at Barbacoas immediately on ar- 
riving there, on individual account, and 
doing well, are very few; that it costs a 
good deal to open large mines; and un- 
til ihese are opened ‘there will be little 
chance for miners earning day-wages. 

A Mr. O’Connell, who had been some 
montbs at the mines, returned to Pana- 
ma in the Parkersburgh, and is going to 
the United States to purchase machine- 
ry and return there. He had with him 
about $20,000 in gold. 

Consul Little, who went to Barbacoas 
in the Parkersburgn, returned in her, 
and publishes a note in the #tar and 
Herald, which undoubtedly gives very 
judicious advice, as follows : 


CONSULATE. OF THE U. S., 
Panama, March 28. 66. 

GENTLEMEN:—I fully approve the 
inst., in regard to the emigration of poor 
miners to 

Great suffering already exists at the 
mines, and my advice to all miners in 
California and Nevada ia: Do not come 
unless you have at least $500 in your 
pockets above the expense of getting to 
the mines, as a capital to start with. or 
as a means of returning if sick or dissat- 
isfied.””

Ninety 
more arrived this morning in the Golden 
Age from San Francisco, but it is pre- 
sumed that in view of the bad news not 
many of them will go to Tumaco.

The followiog is a portion 
of an ordiaance just passed: 

Sec. 4. Any gambling bouse, shop, or 
etber place resorted to for any kind of 
gambliog whatsoever, and any bouse or 
other place, resorted to, establisbed or 
kept for the manufacturing, selling. or 
giving away ot spirituous, vinous or fer- 
mented liquor, except as hereinafter 
provided, is hereby declared a nuisance 
and may be abated. 

Sec.5. Any bouse or place resorted 
to for illicit sexual intercourse shall be 


deemed a bouse or place of ill-fame, and 
is hereby declared a nuisance and may 


be abated. 

Sec. 6. Any person having reason- 
able cause to believe tbat any house or 
place mentioned in the fourth and filth 
sections of this oi dinance bas been es- 
tablished or is kept, and shall make 
eath or affirmation of the same before 
the Mayor or any Aiderman, describiog 
such house or place, if upon investigu- 
tion the Mayor or Alderman sball so 
find, be may issue bis warrant directed 
to the City Marshal, commanding bim to 
abate such nuisance; and said Marsha! 
is bereby autborized to take possessivn 
of such house or place, with the gaming 
tables and all other instruments or de- 
vices used for the purpose of gaming, 
and may demolish such iostruments or 
devices, er bold the same, including li- 
quors and bar fixtures, with the other 


preperty, as the Court may direct, and 


be is hereby authorized to call 10 his aid 
such assistance as be may require for 
said purpose, and, if necessary, to enter 
forcibly any such house or place which 
bas been found unlawiully to exist, 


Sec. 7. And be it orduined. 


that it shall be lawful for the City Coun- 
cil, by its authorized agent or agents, to 
manutacture, sell, or give away any 


spirituous, vinous or fermented liquor 


for medicinal or other purposes, at any 
bouse or place by them establisbed for 
that purpose, and to establish and keep 
heuses or places for nine or ten-pin al- 
leys, or for playing at billiards and for 
other amusement; provided, the pro- 
ceeds arising theretrom shall be paid 
into the City Treasury. 

Sec. 8. All ordinances or parts of or- 
dinances conflicting witb this ordinance 
are hereby repealed.
